Israe} will not be in the position 
of a defendant at the Jerusalem 
debate scheduled to start at Jor- 
den’s behest in the Security Coun- 
ell today, U.N. Ambassador Yosef 
Tekosh stated last night He also 
disclosed thet Israel had expressed 
its “profound disappointment” to 
the U.S. over the American-Jordan- 
jan deal for ἃ new Jerusalem reso- 
lution in the Council. Consummation 
of the deal, which had been in the 
works for the past several months, 
was communicated to Israel on 
Sunday, 

Speaking over Jareel Radio's eve- 
ning newsreel, Mr, Tekoeh said that 
Jordan had decided to seek a Coun- 
ei] meeting on Jerusalam only after 
reaching an agreement with the 
U.S. over the wording of a resolu- 
tion. This would presumably assure 
unanimous of the contem- 
plated draft, with at most minor 
amendments. 

As reported by Mr. Tekoah, the 
resolution would reaffirm previous 
General Assembly and Security 
Counci} texts on Jerusalem, from 
1967, 1968 and 1969 — declare Ille- 
gal all measures which “change the 
status of Jerusalem,” request Israel 
to rescind all such measures already 
taken by it and refrain from re- 
sorting to them in the future — and, 
in addition, authorize the U.N. Sec- 
retary-General to report back to 
the Council on Israel's campliance 
with the resolution by any means 
he deems proper, including the 
despatch of a personal represen- 
tative, or representatives, of & com- 
mittee of Investigation. Previous 
resolutions bad made no mention 
of any particular means of ascer- 
taining compliance. 

PROTESTS DELIVERED 

Mr. Tekosh declined to describe 
the rift between Israel and the U.S. 
over Jerusalem as a “new confron- 
tation," but indicated that strong 
representations had been made to 
the U.S. by Israel officials In New 
York, Washington and Jerusalem. 
In New York, Mr. Tekoah is under- 
stood to have taken the matter up 
with U.S. Ambassador George Bush, 
while from Jerusalem the head of 
the Foreign 's North 
American division, Michael Elizur, 
conveyed Israel'a feelings to U.S.

Meany blasts Nixon’s tax plan 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). —° Mr. 
George Meany, the U.S. trade union 
chief, y rejected President 
Nixon’s domestic economic proposals 
as a “giant raid" on the Federal 
Treasury for ‘the benefit of big 
business” and proposed his own 
series of tax reforms. 


Mr. Meany, of the power- 
ful APL-CLO, was addressing the 
House of Representatives Ways and 
Means Committee, which {s holding 
hearings on the sections that re- 
quire Congressional approval. 


Mr. Nixon has asked Congress to 


approve a series of tax reforms, in- 
cluding a tax reduction for firms 
which invest in new equipment, re- 
peal of the seven per cent Mederal 
Tax on cars, and the advancement 
by a year of a $50 increase in 
personal tax exemptions. 

“It is clear that the President's 
proposal is a form of socialiam for 
big business,” Mr. Meany said. “The 
proposal is a giant raid on the 
Treasury that would transfer mil- 
lions of dollars in public funds into 
the private treasuries of big busi- 
ness." The union chief called for 
an excess profits tax.

To forestall the disruption of oper- 
ations, however, Denmark, 
Finland and the United Kingdom 
offered advance contributions near 
the close of the fiscal year, total- 
ing about $113 million. Several other 
countries were considering similar 
action, and the Bank's Governors 
authorized a grant to IDA of $110 
million out of net income for the 
fiscal year; this raised the total of 
such grants over the last seven 
years to $595 million. The balance 
of fiscal 19T1 net income, $102 mil- 
lion, was allocated to reserves. 

‘The need for more finance on 
concessionary terms such as IDA's 
was reflected in Part II of the Report, 
which consisted of a 
recent trends in the. volume and 
terms of development assistance and 
an analysis of the debt situation 
of developing countries. The latter 
drew heavily on the results of a 
special study carried out by the 
Bank staff in response to concern 
about the “debt problem," expressed 
by Governors at the 1970 Annual 
Meeting in Copenhagen.

The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court, delivered on 
August 11, 1970. 


Yaacov Hai died in 1958 leaving 
a widow, three sons and five 
daughters, as well as two grand- 
sons. The widow applied to the Rab- 
binical Court in Haifa for a suc- 
cession order, stating in her appli- 
cation that the deceased had eight 
issue, but omitting to make mention 
of the sons of her dead daughter, 
apparently on the mistaken assump- 
tion that they had no rights of in- 
heritance. The widow's sons and 
daughters appeared before the Rab- 
binical Court and waived their rights 
to their share of their father’s ea- 
tate in favour of their mother. The 
Rabbinical Court consequently issued 
8 succession order vesting the 
whole of the deceased's estate in 
the widow. The immovable progerty 
was registered in 1962 in the wi- 
dow’s name.

Jerusalem Putt Aviation Corresponaent 
TEL AVIV. — TWA will become 
the second international air carrier 
to fly Jumbo aircraft out of Lod, 
beginning tomorrow. 

. TWA will subsequently have daily 
Jumbo flights on the Tel <Aviv- 
Athens-Rome-New York-Los Angeles 
route. With the introduction of the 
giant plane, TWA will have 25 
weekly departures out of Lod on 
westbound routes, seven on round- 
the-world eastbound routes, plus one 
cargo flight per week. 

Mr. Fritz Jilowsky, TWA’s local 
commercial manager, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that his company did 
not expect any difficulties coping 
with increased passenger volume. 
The company is totally independent 
as far as catering and servicing of 
all its aireraft is concerned. Both 
are being done by spetial service 
teams hired within the past few 
months in anticipation of the increa- 
sed schedule. 

“'TWA's Jumbo will be followed in 
short order by the arrival here of 
Jumbo jets flown by Lufthansa, 
which plans to bring over four 
Jumbos during October, and KLM. 
Mr. Richard Kalxdorff, Menagi 
Director of Lufthansa in Israel, sald 
yesterday that there had been a 
sharp increase in the number of 
passengers carried by his company 
this year, and that the four Jumbo 
flights were needed to cope with the 
rush. He expected this to iast until 
well after the holidays. 

According to the Government 
Tourist Office, there was a spectacu- 
lar increase in the number of Ger- 
man tourists who visited Israel this 
year. The July figure, the latest 
avallable, showed an increase of 65 
per cent, to 15,210 from 9,260 last 
July. 


Builder charged with 
illegal price hike

School in English 
at Galilee kibbutz 


EFAR BLUM — The Engtish 
language high school class in this 
Upper Galilee kibbutz has accepted 
25 tenth grade pupils from the 
US. — out of 125 candidates. 
Headmaster Pinhas Rimon told 
The Post that the selection had 
been very careful, in order not to 
jower the school’s high standard 

The one-year class was opened 
three years ago under the auspices 
of the Culture and Education De- 
partment of the Jewish Agency in 
the U.S. with a view to easing the 
educational integration of children 
of potential immigrants. They 
study 36 hours a week, and are 
taught all “subjects in English, and 
in addition also get Hebrew and 
Bible lessons. 

They live in as boarders in the 
kibbutz, paying $1,600 forthe year. 
The curriculum is coordinated with 
the New York State curriculum so 
that if they return to the U.S. they 
ean carry on in the 11th grade. 

Of the 16 pupils who attended 
during the first year, 14 have stay- 
ed in Israel. It is expected that 
most of the 22 who studied here 
jest year will also stay.

Jerusatem 'Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — The recent stream of 
official German visits, including those 
of the Foreign Minister and of 
Mr, Gerhard Schroeder, should make 
it clear that there are “no more 
misunderstandings at all” regarding 
the stand of Germany in particular 
and of the Common Market's Six in 
general on the “Working Paper” on 
the Middle Hast, “When I took up 
my post in Israel] there were some 
clouds on the political sky, but I 
believe they have now cleared,” the 
German Ambassador, Mr. Jesco von 
Puttkamer, told Helfa newsmen 
yesterday. 

He was guest of the Journalists’ 
Association for a questions and 
answers meeting. 

Mr. von Puttkamer added that 
the visits had “also made a good 
impression on German public opi- 
nion.” 

He reiterated the German stand 
that his Government's ost-polifik was 
“not directed against any nation and 
certainly not t Israel,” while 
a Big Four detente would be favour- 
able for his region too. Germany 
could do much in economic help to 
Israel “and there are now more 
chances for strep; economic 
links, such as German investments 
here.” He stressed that Germany 
would also support Israel's desire 
for closer association with the Com- 
mon’ Market. 

Asked by The Post what “special 


Hope of speedy end to 


relations” with israel meant for 
Germany, the Ambassador said that 
this term had been given “several 
interpretations, and I know that Is- 
rae) is sometimes worried about, 
them. “There is no doubt that we 
share a very cruel past and therefore 
there ¢annot be ‘aormal’ relations: 


‘Between the two nations, neither. 


now nor for several generations.~ 
But now, 25 years after the war, 
we have a completely democratic 
state, with a democratic leadership, 
and Germany wants to make its:

Woman teacher 
on leave wins 


maternity grant 


The right of a female wage- 
earner to receive a maternity grant 
from the National insurance Instt- 
tute, even though she was on leave 
without pay during the peried of her 
pregnancy, was upheld recently by 
the National Labour Tribunal in 
Jerusalem, The Court was hearing 
the appeal of a teacher against the 
National Insurance Institute. 

The teacher said that in Septem- 
ber 1969 she took a year’s leave 
without pay. Afterwards she work- 
ed for seven and a half months until 
the birth of her third child The 
Institute rejected her claim for 
maternity benefita, on the grounds 
that the Jaw stipulates that, to 
qualify, she must have worked for 
40 out of the 14 months preceding 
her giving birth. 

The Institute argued in court 
that since employers are not re- 
quired to pay National Insurance 
remiums for employees on leave 
without pay, the appellant was 
therefore not insured during the 
stipulated period. 

‘The Court, however, ruled that 
acceptance of this argument would 
deprive “many female w: 
ers" of the right to maternity 
grants. This, it said, would constitute 
a violation of the letter and spirit 
of the law. (Itim)

Hadera's legal battle began ear- 
lier this year when the ad hoc Cas- 
pi “corruption committee” heard 
that the Hadera Hapoel v. Bnei Ye- 
huda game was proved to have been 
sold, Caspi's committee punished on- 
ly the two players — one fram each 
team — who were actually involved 
in the sale. The two players were 
suspended from football for an ex- 
tended period of time. 

As an indirect result of the Ha- 
dera club's “acquittal,” Petah Tikva 
Maceabi was relegated to League 
A. After appealing in vain to 
the Football Association, Petah Tik- 
va turned to the Tel Aviv District 
Court. Judge Shlomo Lowenberg, 


who heard the appeal, ordered the 
F.A. to re-open the case and punish 
the responsible team. . 

The F.A. Disciplinary Committee 
later found Hadera Hapoel guilty of 
vicarious responsiblity for the sale 
of the game and “fined” it four 
polnts. This in effect relegated Ha- 
dera to League A, instead of Petah 
Tikva, which wag previously due 
for relegation, 

Following the rejection of its ap- 
peal to the Supreme Football Tri- 
bunal, the Hadera club turned to 


. the High Court. Its lawyer, Mr. ἘΠ 


Cohen, argued that the District 
Court was not competent to Inter- 
vene in ἃ matter belng handled 
the legal bodies of the Football As- 
sociation. ᾿ 

The Association's lawyer, Mr. Zvi 
Yoffe, argued, on the other hand, 
that the principle of vicarious res- 
ponsibility was recognized in the 
F.A. constitution.

In ‘Kafkaesque situation’ 
Rabbinical court detains tourist

An American tourist who is 
being prevented by a rabbinical 
. court from going home is appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Court today 
for cancellation of the restrain- 
ing order. : 

The man, Myron Weinstein, 32, 
of New York, told The Post last 
night that he was arrested trying 
to leave Lod Airport — altho: he 
had previously obtained ation 
of a parallel civil court injunction. 

The rabbinical court order was 
issued at the request of Weinstein's 
wife, Ashira, 28, who is suing him 
for divorce and support of their 
three-year-old son. 

Weinstein said he and Ashira, 
an Israeli Yemenite, were married 
in New York in 1967, in both civil 
and Jewish us ceremonies. He 
said she left him in December, 1970, 
and fled to Israel with their son. 
She reportedly claimed that he had 
beaten and threatened her. 

Weinstein followed her here short- 
ly afterwards, on a femporary resi- 
dent's visa, and asked for custody 
of the boy. She refused. He coun- 
tered by refusing to grant her a 
divorce. 

DISTRICT COURT ORDER 

His wife got a Tel Aviv District 
Court injunction preventing him 
from leaving the country at that 
time; but he flew out a couple of 
days later, and no one tried to stop 
him. (This was apparently due to 
an administrative mix-up.) 

Weinstein returned to Israel in 
August, this Hme as a tourist. He 
said his wife had written to him 
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saying the boy wanted to see his 
father. Shortly after he arrived, 
Ashira served him personally with 
& new District Court order, prevent- 
ing him from leaving. 

His lawyer, Mr. David Eldor, ap- 
pealed for cancellation of the order 
on the grounds that the court had 
no jurisdiction in this case over 
a foreign citizen and a non-resident. 
The order was rescinded. 

But Ashira's lawyer, Mr. Arie 
Refua, obtained a parallel restrain- 
ing order from a rabbinical court, 
on the grounds that his client had 
initlated a suit for divorce and 
maintenance. That court had said 
it could not hear the case until 
December. 


LAWYERS AGREE 

‘The two lawyers both agree that 
the rabbinical courts have no juris- 
diction in the divorce claim, But Mr. 
Refua pointed out that Paragraph 
4 of the (religious) Divorce Law 
(1953) has a section that grants 
jurisdiction in cases where a Jeweas 
1g suing her Jewish husband for 
maintenance — regardless of his 
nationality or status in Israel. 

Mr, James Matter, second secre~ 
tary at the U.S. Embassy In Tel 
Aviv, was present as an observer 
during the District Court hearing, 
He told The Post that the U.S. au~ 
thoritles had not yet decided whe~ 
ther to act in this case — “although 
we are generally sympathetic to the 
view that U.S. citizens should be 
permitted to come and go without 
Interference.” 

Mr, Matter called the situation 
“Kafkaesque:" Mr. Weinsteln, as a 
tourist, is not permitted to work 
and earn a living here. At the same 
time, he is prevented from going 
home, where he has a $22,000-a- 
year job waiting. 

A psychologist, Weinsteln is em- 
ployed as ἃ comsultant to the New 
York school system. He said last 
night he was in danger of losing 
is job if he did not get beck im- 
mediately. 
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spokesman Uzi Burstein beat him 
up at the meeting. A charge of as- 
aault and battery was also filed by 
Mias Limor Livnat, one of the cen- 
tral members of the Tel Aviv Unt- 
versity Students Union. 

According to Mr. Milikowsky, Mr. 
Burstein hit him when he tried to 
get permission for an immigrant 
froma Ruasia to address the meeting 
on Soviet Jewry's desire to come 
to Israel. 

Miss Livynat complained thet she 
was knocked to the ground by 
the ushers and {njured when she 
sought to come to Mr. Milikowsky’s 
help.

It indeed appears that Rabbi Nis- 
sim does object, and that this ob- 
jection hag influenced the two da- 
yanim, both Sefardim. Of the five 
remaining members of the Court 
only one, Tel Aviv Chies Rabbi 
Ovadiah Yosef, is a Sefaradi. 

Rabbi Untermar toid The Post

(Continued from Fage 1) 
proved necessary. “Customs offices in 
Lod, Haifa and Hilat are open; and 
there is practically no business in 
Ashdod anyway," he said last night. 

One side-effect of the present ta- 
bour confilet Is that two of the 
smaller customs stations may be 
closed down for good, according to 
informed sources. Apart from cus- 
toms offices in the big citles and 
ports, there are eight such stations 
in the smaller towns and harbours, 
each with 8-16 employees each. A 
meeting in the Treasury yesterday 
decided in principle that two of them 
are superfluous, and their services 
can be supplied through other chan- 
nels. 

Haifa Port is continuing to work 
at full speed, after the local cus- 
toms committee decided not to join 
the strike yesterday. There were 
14 freighters loading and discharg- 
ing yesterday, and πὸ ships had to 
wait in Hne, However, storage space 
ig still scarce, as importers are slow 
to clear thelr goods out of the 
port. 

The secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce 8814 the slow-down 
was principally on goods being 
eharged for at the post-devaluation 
rate. He explained that the im- 
Porters were short of the bigger 
sums they now needed to clear the 
goods. There is also still some un- 
certainty over the new prices, and 
every shipment must get an au- 
thorization from the Price Control- 
Jer. 

Although the Haifa customs of- . 
ficers committee decided yesterday 
to go on working, it was also deci- 
ded to carry on pressing for their 
claims — mainly for incentive pay. 
The decision was taken just after 
7 , following several hours of 
debate, after the Labour Council 
intervened and promised to support 
their incentive pay claim. 

‘The committee noted that, during 
the past five years, the volume of 
their work had -been more than 
doubled, while no additional man- 
power or mechanization has been 
forthcoming. “We shall press for 
our claim until it is accepted, but 
we do not intend to strike," com- 
mittee chairman Yehiel Ben-Yehuda . 


At Lod Airport only a trickle of 
goods are being released, according 
to the “Itim” reporter, A delegation 
of the Beged-Or works committee 
travelled to Lod to appeal to the 
customs men. They secured release 
of thelr consignments, which they 
said were necessary to prevent their 
plant from closing down.
